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(57) Abstract: A transmission screen one side of which is writable and erasable. The secular gloss (JIS K5600-4-7:1999) of the 
writable/erasable side is 70 to 135%, the haze (JIS K7136:2000) of the entirety is 80% or more, and the s pecular gloss (JIS K5600-4- 
7:1999) of the opposite side is 10% or less. While viewing the image on the transmission screen the user can easily write with a 
marker for white boards and erase, and the transmission screen is free from the problem of conventional screens that it becomes 
difficult for the viewers to read when the image projected by a projector is partly projected onto the body of the user who is writing. 
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
